Few are the countries of the world where the livestock owner 
does not live in dread of seeing the above notice tacked upon his 
gate. For he knows that if his animals become infected with this 
disease they will waste away and never regain normal weight 
and milk production. 

He also knows that once af- 
tosa hits the only way to stop 
it is to kill off all livestock in 
the entire infected area! 

But the economic losses caus¬ 
ed by this animal ill—formally 
named foot-and-mouth disease, 
but more commonly known as 
"aftosa” — are not limited to 
stock owners. Today aftosa is 
a world problem. Here are a 
few reasons why: 

— Because aftosa control 
and eradication measures 
are expensive to govern¬ 
ments. 

_- Because in a world where 
too many millions are al¬ 
ready undernourished, af¬ 
tosa is the number one 
cause of loss of animal 
protein. 

— Because aftosa cuts down 
international trade by 
forcing aftosa-free coun¬ 
tries to bar animal prod¬ 
ucts coming from infected 
lands. 

Only Australia, the Guianas, 

New Zealand, Norway, Sweden, 
and the western hemisphere 
north of Panama are free of 
aftosa. Yet even 


plight. Both countries fought 
shoulder to shoulder for six 
years before aftosa was eradi¬ 
cated. The cost: $130 million 
to the U.S. and more than $500 
million to Mexico. 

In South America, Argentina 
alone estimates aftosa costs it 
$150 piillion a year. 

When aftosa suddenly ap¬ 
peared in limited areas of Cana¬ 
da's Saskatchewan province in 
1954 all shipment to the United 
States of Canadian breeder and 
feeder cattle was abruptly halt¬ 
ed. In the few months before 
the outbreak was put down 
Canadian farmers lost millions 
of dollars of customary revenue. 

Pan American Center Set Up 

It was in recognition of af- 
tosa's international dimensions 
that the 21 American Republics 
jointly founded the Pan Amer¬ 
ican Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
Center on the outskirts of Rio 
de Janeiro in 1951. 

Administered by the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, and 
financed through the Organiza¬ 
tion of American States’ Tech¬ 
nical Cooperation Program, the 
Center’s purpose is to aid the 
countries in controlling and 
eventually eradicating aftosa 
from the hemisphere. 

The Center trains antl-afto- 
sa workers, provides the coun¬ 
tries with consultants, organizes 
multi-national campaigns, fur¬ 
nishes reference laboratory and 
diagnostic services, and carries 
out research. 

Center experts hope soon to 
produce a vaccine that will pro¬ 
tect livestock for much longer 
periods than do any in present 
use. Such a vaccine could mean 
aftosa's eradication.

Rural Fire Protection Needed 

A Rural Fire Protection Association, such as may 
be formed in the Vulcan district if sufficient interest 
is shown, appears to be the type of town and rural co¬ 
operative organization that would benefit all parties 
concerned. 

The town of Vulcan has a normal complement of 
two fire engines and a brigade of 20 trained men on 
call. At one time, neither fire engine was allowed to 
leave the town limits, a rule that was later relaxed by 
the fire underwriters with the result that one pumper 
with a 450 gal. water tank and a crew has been able 
to respond to any rural fire calls within a reasonable 
distance. 

Now, the older fire engine is completely inoper¬ 
ative. One engine must be kept in town at all times 
in accordance with fire underwriters regulations, so 
the fire department finds itself in the position of being 
unable to respond to country calls. 

Rural Fire Protection Associations are being or¬ 
ganized in many parts of the province and two or 
three are already organized in other parts of the 
County of Vulcan. In essence, the operation of such 
organizations is that the farmers in the area band to¬ 
gether to purchase a fire fighting unit, which is locat¬ 
ed at a central town or village and primarily on call 
for fighting farm fires. The town or village houses 
and maintains the truck and supplies the crew, in re¬ 
turn for which the fire truck is also available for 
fighting fires in the town or village. In the proposed 
organization for the Vulcan district, the cost would 
likely be less than normal, as hose, nozzles and other 
fire fighting equipment are already on hand. 

In purchasing a fire truck under this plan, the 
fanners of a district are purchasing assurance that 
a fire fighting unit and trained crew are always avail¬ 
able to fight farm fires. Spread over the majority of 
the farmers in the proposed district, the cost to each 
farmer is very small and is the final cost unless it is 
decided to charge an annual membership of two or 
three dollars to set up a depreciation fund. Farmers 
not wishing to participate in the scheme could call on 
the Association’s truck to combat a fire, but would 
be billed at standard fire fighting charges. 

Under the present circumstances, farmers in the 
immediate Vulcan district are without the protection 
of a proper fire fighting unit and the services of train¬ 
ed firemen. This is a matter of serious concern. 

A meeting has been called for 8:00 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day night, Nov. 24, at the Legion Hall to discuss the 
matter and, if possible, organize a rural fire protec¬ 
tion asociation in this district. There should be a good 
representation of both farmers and businessmen.

Be¬ 
fore broiling, brush the steaks 
generously with oil and cook them 
for seven to ten minutes on each 
side, depending upon personal 
tastes. 

The roasting pieces of venison 
are the saddle and the leg. To pre¬ 
vent the meat from being dry 
after the fat has been removed, 
either lay strips of fat over the 
lean side of the meat or cover the 
entire roast with liquid fat and 
dredge it with salt, pepper and 
flour. Then put the meat in a bak¬ 
ing pan, the bottom of which has 
been sprinkled with flour. Cover 
the bottom of the pan with water 
after the first five minutes or so 
of cooking so that the meat will 
be roasted in a moist heat. Add 
more water when necessary and 
baste the meat well every 15 
minutes until it is finished. If a 
double roasting pan is used, bast¬ 
ing will not be necessary.
